"Judging from ezperiance I 


ihorooghly agree with the gentleman 
who said, 'A little knowledge is a danger- 


attHng.' For example, I have never 


been able to eat an egg with thorough 
relish — though exceedingly fond of them 
for their flavor — since I learned that the 
liitle spot on one side of the yelk, toward 
the butt end, is the germ of the chicken. 
You may* cook an egg in whatx,fashiqn 
yon please, bnt whether it is boiled, 
poached or fried, yon will find that germ 
always conspicuous, when once you 
know it is there, and you cannot eat the 
egg until yon have carefully removed it. 
It would add considerably to my happi- 
ness if 1 could believe today what I was 
taught in the nursery, that the-white of 
an egg makes the bones of the subsequent 
fowl and the yelk the flesh, instead of 
knowing, as I do, that both are merely 
the food by the consumption of which 
th6 germ is developed. 


"But that is only a very minor in- 


stance. My slight knowledge of patho- 
logical anatomy, amounting to the mer- 
est smattering, is a source of continual 
distress to me. Though an abstemious 
man, on the whole, I cannot indulge in a 
glass of any alcoholic beverage without 
realizing that I am subjecting my sys- 
tem to the action of a 'heart stimulant' 
which accelerates the pulsations of that 
organ injuriously. The slightest sensa- 
tion of any sort about my chest causes 
me to imagine, despite myself, that the 
tubercular bacilli are beginning to get 
in their deadly work upon my pulmona- 
ry system. 


"Presumably it is only a trifling Inter- 


costal rheumatism, bnt I am none the 
less tmeasy. A similar feeling in the 
small of my back makes me think of 
Bright's disease. Supposing that I swal- 
low an orange seed by accident, it oc- 
curs to me at once that there is a chance 
for its getting into a certain useless sac 
attached to the stomach, where, if it 
does, it will occasion inflammation that 
is necessarily fatal before long. I know 
that my intestines are a prey to certain 
vermiculor parasites, as are those of 
every one else; but they do not occasion 
me so much. Annoyance as the possibili- 
ty, always existing, that painful concre- 
tions of lime may be forming in my 
bladder or my liver. 


"A superficial knowledge of physiology 


takes much of the poetry out of exist- 
ence and removes a large part of the 
gilding from the sublunary gingerbread, 
as one might say. Having acquired it, 
a man realizes rather painfully that he 
is largely an elevated animal after all, 
though hitherto he has imagined himself 
chiefly mind. 


"Supposing that one's partner in the 


german is a thin girl, he cannot help 
figuring her out as an articulated skele- 
ton and setting an estimated price upon 
her as a 'prtpaiation' in that guise. This 
does not apply, however, when she is an 
acknowledged heiress.

said: "No. ^Harrison will not be Presi- 
dent again, and I am afraid Btaine ia not 
going to be.

to be a candidate for President. I hope 
and pray ha will get well and strong again 
so that he will be a candidate. It is hard 
to say who will be nominated, bat we can 
at Iftet fait back upon Ignatius M. Don- 
nelly."

EXTENDING GOVERNMENT BONDS. 


It appears that there will not be'snfficieut 


available funds in the National Treasury 
to meet the obligations ot the Government 
aud the Treasury Department is making 
arrangements for the shortage. It is stated 
that a circular is to be issued on the sub- 
joot of 4% per cent, bonds, which mature 
next September. 
Holders of the bonds 


will be informed thttt if they do not desire 
their redemption at that date, they may se- 
cure their continuance at a lower rate of 
interest, probably 2 per cent. 
This will 


relieve the Government from the neoeRsity 
of making a new loan or asking an exten- 
sion of time for the payment of the bonds. 


Possibly the scarcity of money in the 


Treasury may result in keeping the Mints 
engaged in coining silver, fcr the profit the 
Government realizes from the business 
All the silver dollars ia the Treasury are 
represented in the circulation by^eilver 
notes and the bullion stored ia the Treas- 
ury vanlts is also represented in the circula- 
tion by certificates. The difference, how- 
ever, between Ihe price paid for the silver 
bullion and the value of the bullion when 
coined amountu to several millions, and if 
the Government ia abort of funds it inay 
continue the coinage of standard dollars to 
realize this difference, which will be clear 
profit. 


SPECULATION IN SII/VEB. 


Silver bullion, 1,000 fine, is now celling 


in the New York market at a fraction less 
than 97 cents per ounce. It may continue 
at these figures perhaps tup or three months 
longer, aud may decline still farther if its 
coinage is stopped at the Mints in July. 
That there will be a reaction, however, 
within sis months there is no reasonable 
doubt. The next House of Representa- 
tives is morally obligated to pass a free 
coinage bill and the Senate cannot stultify 
itself by doing less. 
That the President 


will veto the bill can scarcely be doubted, 
as the financial views of the Administra- 
tion are said to be dictated by Wall Street. 
However that may be the fact that o silver 
bill will be passed by both Houses will in- 
crease the market value of silver and it is 
not improbable that the metal will advance 
fifteen or twenty cents an ounce before 
Christmas, whether a free coinage bill be 
introduced before that time or not, 


Silver bullion ought to be a good invest- 


ment at present prices, if purchasers can 
hold it for six or eight months. 


It is said that the Czar of Russia is dis- 


pleased at the harsh treatment to which 
Queen Natalie was subjected by the Serv- 
ians. She is a daughter of a colonel in the 
Russian Imperial Guard and a Roumanian 
Princess. At the time of her marriage her 
husband was known as Prince Milan, 
though he afterwasds became King of 
Servia, an office which be cow vacates for 
a consideration. He mistreated the Queen, 
secured a divorce from her and ordered her 
expulsion by force from Belgrade. 


John Bardsley, City Treasurer of Phila- 


delphia, has gone wrong. The discrepancy 
in his accounts is variously estimated from 
f 260,000 to $507,000. 
What can be ei- 


peoted from ordinary treasurers when the 
custodian of the coin o! the great n-orol 
city oi the Union appropriates a half 
a million or more of the public funds to 
his own use?'

Samana bay and examine into its fitness 
for a oonliog station, and that while there, 
General Henreaux, President of San Do- 
mingo, oame from San Domingo City in 
his yacht, and was closeted with the Ad- 
miral for several hou-s. There i« no doubt 
that the subject of the conversation was 
the establishment of a naval station on 
Samana bay, and that the price is the 
friendship and the moral support of the 
United States in the present difficulty be- 
tween San Domingo and Hayti. It ia too 
early to say the United States Government 
will receive the proposition favorably, but 
Tracy ia very much in earnest and the late 
action of the Haytian Government created 
a feeling which is far from friendly to 
Hayti. It is thought, as between the two 
republics, preference will be given to San 
Domingo. 


The Original .Package Latr Sustained.

United 


States Supreme Court to-day upheld the 
constitutionality of the original package 
law passed by Congress, and also held it 
was uot necessary for Kansas to re-enact its 
prohibition law after the passage of the 
Congressional Aot, in order to shut out 
liquors ia original packages. 


The c»«e came up on the appeal of Wil- 


kinson, the Sheriff, against Baheier, the 
lower court having decided against the 
State. This court reverses the decision of 
the lower court. Chief Justice Fuller ren- 
dered the decision, the entire court being 
with him. 


In the case of the Chicago Distilling Co. 


against Stone, the Internal Revenue Col-

of the Island of MetUkalttlu. 


Rev. W. Duncau, of Metlakahtla, 


Alaska, ia » portly, benevolent looking 
Id gentleman of perhaps sixty-five 
ears, and the world has been made 
etter by tho grand work in •which the 
eclining years of his life are being 
pent. When interviewed by a reporter 
e was reticent at first in speaking of 
tie fruits of his philanthropic labors in 
he land by the frozen sea, saying that a 
escription of the colony he had founded 


•would seem better coming from the lips 
f disinterested parties. 
"Metlakahlla," said the venerable mis- 


sionary, "is situated on an island in the 
rchipelago in tho southeastern part of 
Alaska. It is a colcny founded three 
years and n half ago, when I organized 
hirteen bauds of British Columbia In- 
.ians, and by showing them tho virtues 
if a city and government of their own 
and instilling in thejr m.in4g the beauties 
>f a civilized, existence, induced them to 
migrate to the far north, where they 
W9uld live in. peace and security and 
where tiiey would not be disturbed in 
heir peaceful possessions. 


'Today there is a city of 800 goulu at 


detlakahtla, and the settlement is a 
lourishing and happy one. I am one of 
hose who reject the declaration that the 
inly good Indian is the dead one. I am 
able to demonstrate that the best Indian 
s a live one. 


"Three years ago the forest primeval 
od on t^e si*6 where now many happy 


Indians live, in many pleasant cottages, 
phere are sixty-one capacious houses in 
he city. For three years I was the only 
fhite man in the settlement. I have re- 
cently been joined by an assistant, how- 
iyer, in the person of Dr. Blewett. You 
night say that the Indians haye an eye 
;o real estate values, for they all wanted 
corner lots, so that I was compelled to 
divide the blocks each into four lots, 


[verybody is satisfied, for an inside lot 
s not to bo found there. 


"The inhabitants live by hunting and 


ishing, but the latter occupation has 
wancned put Jnfcq a, large ipdustry now, 
and I am here to obtain necessary ma- 
chinery and an outfit for a salmon can- 
nery there. 


"I would rather have a tourist speak 


of our colony than to dwell upon its 
merits myself, 
Should you visit our 


.aland you would be surprised to find a 
city of Indiana and natives with only 
;wo exceptions. We have a government 
which is an Indian council presided over 
sy on Indian chief. The young ones are 
raught in commodious schools, and in 
my absence a native teacher is instruct- 
ing them. 
"In oldea days the Indian tribes were 


envious of each other, and feuds were 
.ncesaant and war was a business. In 
our colony the hatchet is buried out of 
sight, the tribal jealousies are forgotten 
in the educated life and the weapons of 
war have been molded into implements 
of peace. 


"We have a native corps of constables 


and officers to attend to the city's health 
and sanitation. We have entertainments, 
too, and splendid music is furnished by 
our Indian baud of twenty instruments. 
We havo a large sawmill conducted by 
Indians, and never was a happier colony 
than that of the British Columbia Indiana 
on the island of Metlakahtla."—Seattle 
Telegraph.
